The Industrial Arts Classes began the year 
with a normal enrollment; that is, two large 
classes, the freshman and sophomores, and the 
two upper classes somewhat smaller. How- 
ever, the mortality rate of the freshman this 
year has been unusually high, as first one boy 
and then another has left school. The class 
started with eighteen, and has now dwindled 
to eleven. 

The shortage of materials along certain lines 
such as hardware, electrical, and metal have 
curtailed certain types of projects, but as a 
whole, the variety of work performed com- 
pares favorably with the past years. The 
spring exhibit should be interesting and rank 
on a par with exhibits of the past. 

In the sixteen years of Mr. Anderson's reign 
in the region below our assembly, never has a 
bed been constructed, but this year four boys 
are constructing beds. In the senior class, 
Richard Walker and Sherman Emery are 
building poster beds, while Francis Berry 
is making a child's bed. The other bed is 
being capably assembled by Donald Morrill 
(a junior). “Stan" Davis and Richard Bean 
are working on maple tables, while Arnold 
Bennett has made a metal lamp, and is now 
working on a drop-leaf coffee table of the 
colonial type. Ruel Swain has tackled a man- 
sized job in building a writing cabinet flanked 
by book shelves on either side. “Ken" Mac- 
Innis has completed a writing desk with plenty 
of drawer space and is to make a lamp to go 
with it. George Bryant is building a writing 
desk of a type which never has been built in 
the shop before. The boys mentioned above 
comprise the senior class in the shop this year. 
They have been studying Machine Drawing 


and Development for their outside work, and 
have weekly been completing drawings in 
these fields. 

The junior class this year is somewhat 
smaller than usual, as there are only ten boys 
enrolled. The juniors are studying the types 
of pictorial drawing such as Oblique, Cabinet, 
Isometric, and Perspective. They also prepare 
drawings weekly and study machine wood- 
working. The class includes: Curtis, Gibson, 
Grover, Keenan, Kendall, Kneeland, Mason, 
Mills, Moore, and Morrill. Tables, chairs, 
gun cabinets, and writing desks are under 
construction in this group. 

The largest class in the department is the 
sophomore group with seventeen. These boys 
are making smaller projects in bench wood- 
work, some projects in art metal, and wrought 
iron, and others in wood turning. The study 
of sharp tools, equipment and tool processes 
along with working drawings, comprises the 
meat of their outside studies. Members of the 
sophomore division are M. Bovey, W. Brooks. 
F. Curtis, E. Donahue, E. Dor ion, C., Fitzger 
aid, F. Fuller, J. Greenleaf, W. Hastings, L

Tom Jacobs was without a doubt the trick' 
iest and most deceptive player on the team. 
When Tom started with the ball behind a 
strong interference, he was bound for a long 
trip. In open field running "Tiny Tom" 
could outwit the best of them. 

A1 Emery, this year's captain, whose in' 
telligent decision on penalties contributed 
greatly to the team s success, deserves great 
credit for his example of sportsmanship at 
practice and on the field each Saturday. Ah 
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though “Spike" was the first one to question 
the referee's decision, he never displayed his 
disappointment in unsportsmanlike conduct. 
His passing was a tremendous asset to the 
team, accounting for many of the yards gained 
during the season. 

“Hi" Berry, our quarterback, showed men' 
tal agility in many tight spots, calling the 
signals for many a scoring play. Also in the 
post of blocking back he left a number of 
opponents wondering who drove the truck 
onto the field. 

The line worked as a unit. Every fellow 
knew his exact task and carried it out perfect' 
ly. Its blocking on the offense was excellent, 
and its ability to crack plays on the defense 
was remarkable. Jim Reid, playing center, 
excelled in both of these duties. He might be 
called the “dream center" since he was in on 
every play, at the bottom of every pile, and 
always came up with the loudest yell to “hit 
'em harder". From end to end the line read 
as follows: 

H. Sanborn, L. E.; F. Gilman, L. T.; R. 
Walker, L. G.; J. Reid, C.; A. Bennett, R. G.; 
S. Davis, R. T.; R. Packard, R. E. 

With the exception of the two ends, all 
these boys were seniors, and most of them will 
be in the army within a year, showing that the 
spirit they learned on the football field is the 
same spirit that will bring them back from 
war the victors. 

On October second the team began its sea' 
son with a smashing victory of 27'0 over Nor' 
way on Alumni Field. It was easy rolling all 
the way for the Huskies. Merrill scored three 
touchdowns, while Jacobs put over one. In 
the second half every boy out for football re' 
ceived a chance to play. This game didn t go 
to the fellows' heads because they knew that 
the hard games would come later. 

Traveling to Fryeburg the next Saturday the 
boys again played a completely offensive 
game to trounce Fryeburg's weak eleven 34'6. 
Perhaps the best thing which could have hap' 
pened to the team came at Fryeburg when 
Burnell, of the opposing team, intercepted a 
pass and ran 50 yards for Fryeburg's only 
score. This proved to the boys that if they 
were to come out undefeated they would have 
to work hard and not give the opposing teams 
any opportunities to score. 

South Paris, who defeated Norway 3 3 '7, 
met the Blue and Gold on Alumni field Oc' 


tober ninth. Both teams were a bit on edge 
before the game, but after the first quarter 
there was very little doubt as to the outcome. 
In the first play after the kick'off Jacobs, on 
an off 'tackle play, raced 55 yards for a touch' 
down. This play was the cause of Paris' loss, 
26'6. The Cardinals equaled the home team, 
if not out' played it, during the second half 
after they had recovered from the shock of the 
first score. It was a question now as to how 
our team would do, how much fight it would 
have, when it was behind. 

This question was not answered on October 
sixteenth in the next game with Norway. It 
was in this game that the second team made 
such a fine showing. Piloted by Joe Welling' 
ton it held the Norway eleven on even terms 
all through the first quarter. This proved that 
everybody, not just the first team, learned foot' 
ball this season. The game was a decisive 
victory for Gould, 25*0. 

The most surprising game of the season was 
with Wilton Academy on October thirtieth. 
As the trampled Wilton eleven emerged from 
the avalanche of touchdowns, they were, with' 
out doubt, positive that this team, which 
defeated them 54'0, was more than deserving 
of the undefeated season it was to have. 

In the last game of the season on November 
sixth the team showed that it had what it takes 
when the Huskies rose from a 6'6 tie at the 
end of the first half to an 18'6 victory over 
Mexico in the best game of the season. 
During the first two quarters the teams were 
locked in what seemed to be an unbreakable 
tie. However, in the second half Tom Jacobs, 
behind excellent blocking, put over two more 
touchdowns ending a perfect season. The 
final total scores were: Gould 184 points — 
Opponents 18 points. 

Immediately after the Mexico game there 
was a huge victory bonfire behind the athletic 
field where there were cheers, speeches by Mr. 
Ireland and Mr. Clunie, and stories by Coaches 
Scott and Roderick. Gifts were presented to 
our coaches and to our captain by the team. 

The team later enjoyed a fine steak banquet, 
thanks to the girls of the A. A. Council. Fob 
lowing the dinner the boys went to the Bethel 
Theater as guests of the school. 

We hope Gould never forgets this unde' 
feated season. We know the team won't.

Baseball 1943 


After the basketball season had been discon- 
tinued due to the gas situation, the baseball 
team carried out its schedule by using the bus, 
train, and automobile as a means of transpor- 
tation. 

With the exception of two players the team 
was made up entirely of undergraduates, giv- 
ing good proof of some fine teams in the 
future. The battery started out with “Pete” 
Rosenberg and Captain “Bill” Wright, the 
only seniors, but due to Rosenberg's arm in' 
jury, "Ken” Mclnnis took over and improved 
steadily as the season progressed. “Stan” 
Merrill, a freshman, also filled in on the pitch- 
ing assignments and showed great promise. 

The infield started out with George Bryant 
at first, "Archie” Young at second, “Dick” 
Emmons at third and Hi Berry at short, but 


a new and better combination found Berry at 
his old position at third and "Tom” Jacobs, 
a neat little player at short. 

The outfield had an abundance of young 
players, but lost a good fielder for the season 
when “Jim” Reid had a skiing accident. "AT 
Emery covered left field throughout the year 
with a high fielding average along with Merrill 
m center field and "Eddy” Dorion in right 
field. Cither fiielders were “Red” Sanborn, 
“Phil" Heathcote, and “Joe" Wellington. 

The opening game brought a very strong 
Berlin club to Bethel to beat Gould 10 to 2. 
The game was played under poor weather con- 
ditions with Berlin capitalizing on our errors. 
Outstanding in the game was Bryant who col- 
lected 2 hits in 4 trips to the plate. 
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The second game was also with Berlin and 
again Gould went down in defeat. This time 
to a tune of 1 1 to 0 with Berlin as before cap- 
italizing on our errors, while their pitcher 
Keough, proved himself the master of the situ- 
ation by allowing only three hits, two of which 
were obtained by “A F Emery. 

Rumford came to Bethel for the next en- 
counter. We had a 4 to 2 lead for four in- 
nings, but the errors again led to Rumford 
scoring 8 runs in the fourth and sixth innings 
to clinch the game 11 to 4. Rosenberg and 
Young collected 4 of the 6 hits for Gould. 

The team journeyed to Rumford for the 
return game only to lose 12 to 11 in a “razzle 
dazzle slugfest”. Among the sluggers for 
Gould, Dorion and Merrill, both freshmen, 
pounded out homers, along with Bryant, who 
led the team offensively collecting 5 hits for 
as many trips to the plate, followed by “AF 
Emery with 3 out of 4. 

Gould hit the win column when Mexico 
came to Bethel by winning 10 to 5. The team 
played almost perfect defensive ball and col- 
lected 15 hits led by Berry and Emery, each 
scoring 4 hits in as many trips to the plate. 

The team traveled to Mexico for the return 
encounter to win 5 to 3, behind the excellent 
4 hit pitching of Merrill and Mclnnis. 

The last two games, played with Gorham, 
ended with Gould taking one and losing 


the other. At Gorham Gould lost 1 1 to 3 
Merrill was by far the outstanding player for 
Gould, collecting two of the teams 3 hits, one 
of which was a long home run. At Bethel, 
Gould banged out 15 hits to win 15 to 8. 

For the year “AF Emery finished with a 
.444 batting average and 1,000 for a perfect 
fielding average followed by Bryant with a 
.438 batting average and also a perfect fielding 
average.

Myers, and “Al" Emery, a star on the basket- 
ball floor, did a grand job in helping the ski 
team on to its success. 

Without a doubt Capt. Jacobs was the best 
skiier that participated in any interscholastic 
meet in Western Maine. Of course, he was 
backed by a strong team. Swain, LcClair, 
and Reid were all three beginners under Mr. 
Chivers in 1941 and were generally up there 
pressing their captain for top honors. Swain 
was strongest in cross-country and jumping 
respectively, and was one of Gould s main- 
stays with his steady work as a four event 
man. Gil LeClair skiied in three events 
usually, but in these he was always a constant 
threat to the winner. Slalom, downhill, and 
jumping were his meat.

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Perhaps the surprise of the year was the 
rapidly improving skiing throughout the year 
by Eddie Dorion. He turned in as fine a per- 
formance of skiing as any experienced high 
school skiier could desire. 

Roy Packard was our complement in run- 
ning cross-country and showed considerable 
stamina doing it. Jay Winter competed in 
slalom for Gould twice and showed that his 
constant drilling and “intestinal fortitude” 
were not futile. "Koon” Bovey, who was 
"under the weather” for the first part of the 
season, displayed a coming form and competed 
for Gould in its winter carnival. Although 
Savage did not ever officially compete for 
Gould, he helped much in pre-running new 
cross-country courses and bringing back the 
dope . Dick Woodcock was forced to retire 
from active skiing when he was added to the 
casualty list incurred by skiing. 

Our first meet of the year was held on Jan- 
uary 22, 1944, at Norway. Represented in 
the quadrangular meet were Edward Little, 
Lewiston, Norway, and Gould. Due to the 
lack of jumping facilities, competition was con- 
fined in downhill, slalom, and cross-country. 

Gould captured first place for team scoring 
and thus won the meet against the "Eddies" 
from Auburn. Jacobs and LeClair took first 
and second in that order in the slalom. Reid 
and Jacobs then took first and second respec- 
tively in the downhill. In the cross-country 
Dwelley of Edward Little ran off with first 
place, but he was followed closely by Swain 
who thus anchored second place. The next 
man for Gould was Reid who just nosed out 
Dorion for 4th place. “Jake” who probably 
was destined to be high scorer of the meet met 
hard luck when he got off the trail. The

On February 12, 1944, after a lapse of two 
weeks, Gould had its own winter Carnival. 
To start the week-end, the basketball team put 
South Paris down in defeat by a score of 
27-15. Immediately following, Gould got its 
first glimpse of its Carnival Queen. Attrac- 
tive Barbara Coolidge, whose popularity is 
tops, was their choice. After wishing the ski 
team luck, she invited all to partake of a little 
nourishment in the basement of Holden Hall 
before “hitting the sheets". On Saturday eve- 
ning she also started the Carnival Ball and 
during intermission handed out much coveted 
first three place prizes for each event. 

On February 12, 1944, Edward Little, An- 
dover, and Norway came to Gould's carnival. 
The first event of the day was the downhill 
and the team netted themselves the first four 
places and thus got off to a good start by 
amassing a perfect 100 points. Jacobs was 
first, and the next three places were Reid, 
Dorion, and LeClair. However the cross- 
country was better contested with Swain, 
Dorion, Reid, and Jacobs placing third, fourth,' 
fifth, and seventh. 

Nevertheless Gould s team score was still 
first. The afternoon was spent out at Swan's 
Corner in running off the slalom and downhill. 
Jacobs zoomed through the deceiving slalom 
course to carry off top honors in the event with 
Reid coming in second. Once again Gould 
bested the other schools for team scoring. In 
jumping the team duplicated its previous per- 
formance of winning. Although Reid out- 
distanced Jacobs, he had to be content with 
second place. Tom's form gave him an un- 
disputed first. As this meet was also the 
Western Maine Championship, Gould cap- 
tured that crown as well at its own carnival.

March 11, 1944, proved to be the team's 
gala day. On this memorable day Gould was 
host to Lyndon Institute, the state champions 
of Vermont, and defeated them. The Ver- 
monters brought along a state champ in each 
event. But Jacobs ran off with firsts in down- 
hill, slalom, and jumping, and the cro ss' 
country was won by Reid. Reid also got a 
second in downhill, jumping, and was nosed 
out of second place by a Lyndon man in the 


slalom and thus gained a third. This meet 
was the last interscholastic meet for Capt. 
Jacobs, Swain, LeClair, and Reid, and it was 
an all out effort on their part for which they 
were justly rewarded. The results:

Berry, the cen' 
ter, was the key man in the Husky offense and 
many of the plays were built around him. 
Forwards Bryant and Mdnnis provided, with 
Berry, a scoring punch that, with each sue' 
ceeding game, grew in nower.

Evidently “Joe" means well, for he claims 
that the training these older boys will get in 
the armed services is much more severe than 
that which he administers to them. The com' 
mando course in the fall and again in the 
spring furnishes a taste of the types of work 
they will practice in the service. In fact, most 
of the drills are designed to duplicate to some 
extent those that the army uses. For example, 
the grass drill is used to teach instantaneous 
reaction to commands that shell fire would 
necessitate. Also, zigzagging at the sound of 
a whistle drills in the broken field running that 
the infantry uses to advance on a fortified 
position. 

Periodically the boys get some “contact" 
work such as boxing and wrestling. These 
sports are introduced to make the shy and 
diminutive type aggressive. 

A new feature that has been added this 
year is tap'dancing, which was ordained to 
school the blundering feet in the fine art of 
coordination. 


Since the field house is well equipped 
medically, there's apparently no reason to 
place a limit on the scope of the gym classes. 
Therefore, the shivering wretches are required 
to spin crazily on the horizontal bar ten feet 
from the floor in order to learn “where they 
are when they're upside down", as the gnn' 
ning instructor gleefully puts it. 

The surprising thing about the calisthenics 
that take up a large part of the course is that 
they really do build up the physical stamina 
of the very boys who feel that these gruelling 
“workouts" are sapping them of whatever 
physical prowess they ever had. This is 
proved when the monthly strength tests are 
taken, for almost invariably improvement over 
the preceding month is shown. 

Perhaps a tribute should be paid to these 
young men in view of the fact that in the fall 
they did a great deal to set up the basketball 
floor in the roomy cage, and they often de' 
voted their class periods to shoveling snow 
during the winter months. 

The culmination of the year's activities in 
physical education is the Boys' Gym Exhibb 
tion, which is put on to entertain the public 
and to give a glimpse of what goes on inside 
the walls of the Farnsworth House. Last 
spring each class demonstrated a phase of the 
work taken through the year, such as ranger 
exercises, coordination exercises, grass drill, 
marching, and others of their daily chores. 
Individual entertainers and groups performed 
by dancing, tumbling, and forming statuary 
poses. Mr. Roderick is shaping plans for an 
even better exhibition this year.

After discussions on composition, types of 
cameras, films, developing agents, parts of 
cameras, photographic magazines, etc., a con' 
test was held to determine the most informed 
on these subjects. Useful prizes pertaining 
to photography were awarded to the lucky 
winners. 

Wartime restrictions have had to be coped 
with in the matters of film, rubber cement, and 
such scarce articles. For the benefit of his 
fellow camera fans, each member was con' 



stantly on the look'out for all stray equipment, 
and by a process of pooling the situation was 
met. 

With February came darkroom instruction. 
In order to accommodate all, the club was 
divided into three groups which met during 
various activity periods in the darkroom of 
Holden Hall. 

Throughout the process of portrait'taking 
many odd characters appeared on the telb 
tale film much to the victims' modest env 
barrassment. 

Here the members learned from actual 
experience the handling of photographic equip' 
ment. The chance to enlarge a favorite 
picture was had, and then mounting the 
masterpiece after it had been colortoned to 
perfection. 

To keep the darkrooms of Hanscom Hall 
as well as Holden in order a committee con' 
sisting of Alonzo Stevens, Robert Parsons, 
Philips Heathcote and Holly Sturgis was 
organized.

Bacon of Gould, and Donald Morrill, Lillian

faculty of Colby College, and Supt. Linden 
Christie from Cornish, Maine were comparing 
notes, Supt.
